Published in Hide horld,July 1923 in LondonH 
Ilony interesting tales, both true and 
legendary, cluster around Palmyra, and as we 
drew near I began to go over in ny mind the 
facts we hud gleaned. Lying in 5 .degrees 40 
minutes and & seconds ITorth Latitude and 161 
degrees 11 minutes and 20 seconds host Long- 
,itudo, most accounts erroneously place the 
islands in thatSouth Seas" whoso northern 
boundry is the equator* Fifty two palm cov¬ 
ered islets make up the group, all of then 
together making an area of about eight hun¬ 
dred acres* The two largest islands arc abo¬ 
ut fifty acres each, while some of the smal¬ 
ler ones arc only a quarter of an aero in 
size. The group spreads oast and west in the 
shape of an elongated horse-shoo, encircling 
five lagoons. These lagoons range from six 
to thirty fathoms in depth.around the group 
and following its outline is a coral reef, 
not more than one fifth of a nilo outside 
the islets. The crescent or horse-shoe, for¬ 
mation of roof and islets opens to the west. 
From this side only can a small boat make am¬ 
ent ranee into the lagoons; it is also the 
side of the islands where a largo vessel can 
anchor in safety. It is from this point that 
we entered the little world that was ny homo 
for eleven long months* 

Great sea-birds hovered over our sampan 
as ire' cruised around looking for a safe anch¬ 
orage* They alighted fearlessly on the mast 
heads and the dock cargo; while tiny white 
love-birds expressed their curiosity by con¬ 
tinually fluttering their wilng almost in o 
our faces* 

hith some difficulty the motor boat was
